f ì SUMMARY o f auto mo bile accidents o ver the 
week-end sho ws two peo ple were killed, 


three critically injured with chances fo r reco very 
slight, and eight mo re o r less painfully hurt. 
That i.s no t as bad as it has been so me weeks, 
no r as go o d as it was o ther weeks during the 
spring and summer. It was just an average week­ 
end in which two lives were sacrificed instantly ,

There has been a great deal o f enco uragement 
in Nebraska in the m atter o f highway safety since 
the beginning o f 1938 but the o ppo rtunity fo r im­ 
pro vement still remains. 


Nebraska 8 Primary 


rpW O y ears ago especially named co mmittees in 
advance o f the co nventio n o f the two majo r 
po litical parties in Nebraska met, and after re­ 
ceiving appro val fro m the co nventio n, wo rked o ut 
a plan to “revise” Nebraska’s primary sy stem, 
which later the legislature wisely to ssed aside. 
Neither party wanted to tackle the jo b alo ne, 
fearful that resentment against tampering with 
the primary wo uld place it at a heavy disadvan­ 
tage. That in itself is evidence that tho se urging 
mo dificatio n o f the sy stem were no t at all cer­ 
tain ho w the public wo uld receive it. And so ac­ 
co rd was so ught by bo th the active leaders in the 
party o rganizatio ns so that o ne co uld no t accuse 
the o ther o f seeking to destro y the primary . 
It will be up again. The primary is blamed fo r 
di.ssatisfactio n in the o utco me o f so me o f the co n­ 
tests in the recent battle. If there are gro unds 
fo r dissatisfactio n, no bo dy is to blame ex cept the 
peo ple who cast vo tes. In the struggle fo r go o d 
go vernment, it isn’t po ssible to pass respo nsibility 
to o ther sho ulders. It is a co mmo n burden which 
must be shared by all. When the respo nsibility 
fo r picking public o fficials is delegated to a rela­ 
tively few men who meet in the back ro o m and 
talk things o ver, it is o nly a m atter o f time be­ 
fo re abuses develo p, abuses which o n the basis o f 
public interest are far mo re harmful than the 
weaknesses and the abuses that gro w o ut o f the 
primary . 
Peo ple may make mistakes but It is co mfo rting 
to find that in the mass they do no t repeat them 
y ear after y ear in the selectio n o f public o fficials. 
If mistakes are to be made it will be better fo r 
the peo ple to make them because they can co r­ 
rect them, and they canno t co rrect them when 
they have delegated their po wer to a few spirits 
in a party co nventio n to act fo r them.

TF THERE’S any thing wro ng with “Jim Willie” 
Arno ld, republican natio nal co mmitteeman fo r 
Geo rgia, it’s that he lacks subtlety and is just to o 
darned ho nest.
